GRERAR GIVES 
HIS POLICY: ON. 
NATIONAL LINES 


Would Close ‘Sons Transcontinentals 
Running Across Wilderness. 


Ottawa, May* 17.—Discussion ‘of 
railway estimates in the house’ today 
brought from Hon. T. A. Crerar, lead- 
er of the National’ Progressives, an 
important declaration of his policy 


on the national roads.‘He advocated’: 


the closing up of part of the ‘trans- 
continental. lines runing ‘across .. the 
wilderness’ ‘between. eastern and 
western Canada. He urged a re- 
valuation of the entire system on a 
replacement basis and its: unification. 
He favored the suggested regioual 


districts.. dle wok the ground that, 
in encouraging immigration, - the 
governments should take steps to 


see that the new settlers were placed 
along the National lines. 

It was, too, -he argued, a sound 
principle that the ‘fiscal policy of the 
country should’ be so drafted as, to 
stimulate production from the farm, 
the forest and the’mine and railway 
traffic would thereby be encouraged. 


PRIVATE OWNERSHIP 

. “If the National railways are turn- 
ed over to private ownership at any 
price , which private ownership 
would pay, the country would forever 
lose their potential value, but- would 
not escape the HNabilities involved,” 
Mr. Crerar declared. 

Mr. Crerar’s speech came at the 
close of an afternoon's discussion on 
the: railway estimates, a discussion 
which will be continued tomorrow. 
Earlier, Hon. Walter Mitchell, Liber- 
al member for St. Antoine, and for- 
merly one of Sir Lomer Gouin’s 
lieutenants in the provincial govern- 
ment of Quebec, had defended pri- 
vate ownership of railways. Mr. 
Mitchell went further, he expressed 
opposition to the principle of public 
ownership and operation of all pub- 
lic utilities. 

PUBLIC IS PAYING 

“I have come to the conclusion on 
general principle,” Mr. Mitchell as- 
serted, “that the public pay more 
than they 
benefit from lower charges.” 

Right Hon. Arthur Meighen, lead- 
er of the opposition,,charged in reply 
that Mr. Mitchell had no case. As 
the National lines had not been con- 
structed as commercial propositions, 
no private company could make them 
pay.

There is no more real excuse for 
most:of the hard times talk we hear 
than there is to doubt the fertility 
and possibilities of our Western land. 

We will be awakened one of thesé 
fine mornings by the sound of the 
hammer, and as we rouse ourselves, 
‘we will wonder why we haven't seen 
this wave of industrial activity com- 
ing our way. 

The following editorial reference 
.from the Stratford (Ont.) Beacon is 
apropos. 

“One of the most pleasing signs of 
Spring is the evident resumption of 
building in Stratford and elsewhere. 
Not only is the badly needed construc- 
tion of houses giving employment to 
many, but the result, in the purchase 
of materials, furnishings “and equip- 
ment is bound to have a beneficial 
effect upon industry as a whole. 

“There is probably not so much 
building under way in Stratford as in 
some’other places, but there is no rea- 
son why there should not be more. 
Toronto is having a building boom un- 
paralleled in the city’s history and 
the same {s true of some other cities. 
This would seem to indicate confi- 
dence upon the part of builders that 
homes can profitably be erected under 
present conditions. 

“Practically every city in Canada 
is suffering from the lack of housing 
accommodation, and Stratford is no 
exception to the general rule,’ and 
the construction of homes, with a 
consequent re-adjustment of rents 
and other important items in the 
family budget, will undoubtedly do a 
great deal towards hastening the 
approach of normalcy.

GRASSHOPPER MENACE. 


Grasshoppers are beginning to 
-hatch out in many places in the 
more southern portions of the prov- 
ince now, and the department of 
agriculture emphasizes the fact that 
this menace is likely to be much 
more serious this year than ever be- 
fore. The statement has been made 
by those in authority that unless the 
utmost, co-operation ‘is exercised by 
every farmer in the districts affect- 
ed, in the movement to stamp out the 
pest, the entire crop of whole dis- 
tricts will be threatened with des- 
truction. _These are not idle state- 
ments made merely to alarm the 
farmers, but are made after careful 
study of the situation and with the 
object of impressing upon every in- 
dividual farmer the importance of 
keeping on the job in the campaign 
against the pest. It is essential that 
every farmer do his utmost. The 
failure of one farmer to take the 
proper steps to kill hoppers on his 
place may undo all the work. of all 
the other farmers and organizations 
in his district. Officials of the agri- 
cultural department ‘have been tour- 
ing the various districts during the 
past week completing organization 
for the campaign. ‘Rural municipal 
councils are roused to the serious- 
ness of the situation and are active- 
ly preparing to do: their part. 


NEW HIGHWAYS 
COMMISSIONER. 


Capt. H. G. Dimsdale, who for the 
past few months has been in charge 
of engizeering work on the Lacombe 
and North Western Railway, has been 
appointed highways commissioner of 
the province under the. new legisla- 
tion creating a highways board: and 
commissioner. Capt. Dimsdale is 
known as one of the most expert 
railway and road construction engin- 
eers in Canada. During the war he 
served overseas in several capacities 
and made a particularly enviable rec- 
ord in France in road and railway 
construction under General J. W. 
Stewart, the well known contractor, 
who had charge of those forces in 
France. The government has select- 
ed Capt: Dimsdale from among sev- 
eral applicants for the position, and 
is particularly fortunate in being 
able to make a promotion to the new 


position from within the ranks of 
the government service. Following 
the war he was engaged for some 


time in road construction overseas, 


afterwards coming to Alberta. He 
was engaged for some time by the 
Dominion Government as road_ en- 


gineer in the Waterton Lakes Park. 
He was a candidate for the U.F.A. in 
the riding of Grouard against Hon. 
J. A. Cote in the provincial elections 
last year. He has had an extensive 
experience in railroad and highway 
construction in Canada. In his new 
position, Mr. Dimsdale will be. in 
charge of highway. construction in 
Alberta under Hon. Alex. Ross, min- 
ister of public works. 


Following the return of Premier 
Greenfield and Attorney General 
Brownlee from Ottawa, full cabinet 
meetings have been held, at which 
all the members, including Mrs. 
Parlby, have been present, and at 
which discussion has taken place on 
a large number of important - mat- 
ters now pending ‘in government 
circles. Decision has not yet been 
made on a number of these matters. - 


A grant to the G.W.V.A. Memorial 
building in Calgary will be made by 
the provincial government on the 
same basis as the grant to the En- 
monton G.W.V.A., and upon the 
same assurances being given by the 
G.W.V.A. This was the answer giv- 
en by Premier Greenfield to a dele- 
gation from the Veterans’ associ- 
ation of Calgary the past week.

COMPLAINTS AGAINST 


POUN DKEEPERS : 


Complaints have been received by 
the department of agriculture that 
in some cases where cattle have been 
impounded, these have been sold 
without being fully or properly des- 
cribed in the advertisements. The 
department will proceed to take 
steps against any poundkeeper found 
guilty of improperly or insufficiently 
describing animals impounded and to 
be offered for sale. 


After June ist all restaurants in 
the province will require to have a 
provincial license, in accordance with 
the act passed at last session of the 
legislature. In cities-the license fee 
is $10 and in towns it fs $5. “Appli- 
cation for liense must be made to 
the Attorney-General, and the appli- 
cation must be approved by the coun- 
cil of the municipality from which 
the application is made. 


Coal production in Alberta since 
the first of the year has shown a 
marked increase over the production 
for the same period of 1921. The 
output for the period for the first 
three months of the year was 1,836,- 
614 tons compared with 1,458,973 tons 
for the same period of last year. <A 
total of 11,500 tons was shipped to 
the Pacific coast during January. of 
this year, the coast market for, Al- 
berta coal showing considerable de- 
velopment. : . 

A soil survey in southern Alberta, 
which is to cover a beit 30 miles wide 
between .Nanton and Macleod, east- 
ward to Medicine Hat, :is being com- 
menced by Dr. F. tA. Wyatt, profes« 
sor of soils of the faculty of agricul- 
ture at the university. The depart- 
ment of agriculture provides for the 
expenditure for this work, while the 
field men are provided by the univer- 
sity. 


Lambing is proceeding in southern 
Alberta camps under favorable condi- 
tions. A good. crop is _ expected. 
Shearing will start about June 10th. 


Preliminary conferences to discuss 
the framing: of a new uniform city 
act have been held .by Hon. R. ~G. 
Reid, minister of municipal affairs, 
with Commissioner Yorath of Hd- 
monton and City Solicitor Brocking- 
ton of Calgary. A tentative agenda 
has been drafted and a final confer- 
ence with representatives of all 
cities, is to be held shortly. 


NATURAL RESOURCES 


Premier Greenfield and, Attorney 
General Brownlee returned during 
the past week from Ottawa, where 
they have been negotiating with the 
Federal Government (in connection 
with the return of the natural  re- 
sources to the province. The Premier 
will issue an official statement short- 
ly on the progress made in _ the 
negotiations and the lines’ along 
which Alberta is proceeding. 


Plans are now being prepared for 
a new unit to the mental hospital. at 
Ponoka. The new unit will be uni- 
form in style, and character with the 
other units, and will provide addi- 
tional accommodation at the hospital 
for about 200 patients. 


NEW DISTHeTs FOR 
EALTH NURSES 


Arrangements are practically com- 
pleted now for the most comprehen- 
sive program of lectures, clinicals and 
demonstration work yet undertaken 
by the Public Health Department in 
the Province. As has been announc- 
ed previously, additional public 
health nurses’ are being placed in 
the field this summer. New dis- 
tricts in which these public health 
nurses wil be established are Chip- 
man, Provost, St. Paul de Metis, Les- 
ser Slave Lake, and the Ruthenian 
settlements’ north of Vermilion, 
where a public health nurse with 
knowledge of the Ruthenian language 
is to be placed. The dutiles of these 
public health nurses comprise chiefly 
inspection of school children, home 
visiting, and lecturing, where pos- 
sible, and general assistance to the 
health authorities in conducting an 
educational campaign ‘in health 
habits. 

Itineraries are now being arranged 
for lecturing nurses. (Miss Crosby is 
now in the Athabasca district, and on 
her return will work in the districts 
west of -Edmonton, lecturing on 
health matters. Miss Conroy will 
commence on May 15th a tour of the 
G.T.P. line east of Edmonton to the 
boundary, working back by way of 
the Provost line of the C.P.R. Miss 
Emmerson is working south along 
the C. & E., and will work back by 
way of the C.N.R., ‘Calgary-Edmonton 
line. Miss Morkin fs to lecture in 
the Killam, Strome, Innisfail, Round 
Hill and Ohaton districts. 

A series of lecturés and clinics will 
also'be held on the Youngstown line 
Munson 
and. Alsask. Taber district has ask- 
ed for clinical work, which. may be 
arranged later in the season. There 
is also a request for clinical work 
from Ribstone district.

Genoa, May 19.—The Genoa econ- 
omic -conference adjourned at 1.16 
o'clock this afternoon. 


-Genoa, May: “19—Prime Minister 
Lloyd George’ of Great Britain in his 
valedictory speech to the Genoa €con- 
omic conference: today said the .con- 
ference had:.gathered “fine crops,” 
namely, the. meeting to be held -at 
The Hague, the-non-aggression pact, 
and the reports-of the finance, trans- 
port and:*-economic commissions, 


which, he ‘said, alone justified the 
holding of the conference. . These 
Tesults myst be incorporated into 


living practice, however, the premier 
said, in order.to aid in restoring 
European .vigor’*and prosperity, 

Mr. Lloyd .George received great 
applause when he-arose to deliver his 
address. He: was in fine form and 
good humor. ‘We are now at the 
end of the: most’ remarkable confer- 
ence ever held in the history of ‘the 
world,”. he said... “The Genoa* con- 
ference will forever be an inspiring 
landmark in the: pathway of. peace.” 

He proposed resolutions of thanks 
to Premier Facta and Foreign Minias- 
ter Schanzer, of Italy, and paid: glow- 
ing tributes ‘to-the hospitality of the 
Italian people. 

“Genoa ‘has: given us a reception 
worthy’ of Genoa’s renown,” he de- 


clared,

exhaustive inquiry into this :problem;: 


but cannot give ‘effect’ to this inquiry 
until a ‘decision’ is reached-« on:' the 
Crow's Nest Pass agreement. This 
agreement dates from 1898, :when,.in 
return for assistance in ‘building the 


Crow’s Nest Pass Railway, the Cana-: 


dian Pacific agreed to specific rates 
on certain basic commodities. To 
save the railway from disaster, in 
1919 this eagreement was abrogated 
for three years and rates increased. 


The period of abrogation expires. on | 


July 17th, within a few weeks.. The 
Government, instead of making a de- 
cision, proposed referring ‘the  prob- 
lem to’a parliamentary committee 
which is simply a transparent evas- 
fon of responsibility and am apparent 
plan to continue the abrogation. 
What thas taken the specialists on 
the Railway Commission two’ years, 
& parliamentary committee, ‘ill-in- 
formed or uninformed, is asked: to do 
in a few weeks. This was pointed out 
by Mr, Meighen, who moved ‘that the.

Mr. Meighen and ehis_ fol- 
lowers voted for action at once to 
remedy this evil; Mr. King, Mr. Crer- 
ar, Liberals and Progressives voted 
for delay and continued. burden ‘on 
the people. 


BLOCKING DEVELOPMENT. 


The attempt to secure cheaper and 
better transportation facilities for 
Ontario and. the Prairie by devélop- 
ing the St. Lawrence. Waterways has 
been thwarted by the Quebec wing of 
the government. It is estimated that 
with this waterway developed five 
cents would be saved on every bush- 
el of grain; the énormous trade of 
the western and central States would 
be diverted through Canada; our 
lake ports would expand; our indus- 
tries develop; two-million electrical 
horsepower made available, . which 
would in time pay the whole invest- 
ment. At present ocean freighters 
stop at Montreal. ‘The Quebec Lib- 
erals would continue this. One of 
the real reasons of opposition is the 
electrical power corporations of that 
city. The enormous development of 
power would bring in competition 
with them a public utility system. 
and to perpetuate their monopoly 
they would deprive -Ontario, Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and twenty stat- 
es of the United States of the bene- 
fit of the wonderful system with 
which nature has penetrated this 
continent. The selfish apprehen- 
sions of Montreal, Boston and New 
York are triumphant over the gener- 
al weal of the millions of Ontario, 
the Prairie and between the Alle- 
ghenles and Rockies in Northern 
United States.- These cities would 
continue their present tollgates on 
the world’s commerce. Never 
was the power of Quebec, and espec- 
tally of Montreal, in the present gov- 
ernment, so definitely displayed as 
on this issue. With half a continent 
suffering from inadequate : and al- 
most prohibitive transportation facili- 
ties, they would thwart and are suc- 
cessfully thwarting the use of the 
remedy nature has provided in the 
magnificent waterways system _be- 
tween Canada and the United States 
from the Atlantic to Lake Superior. 
Quebec and Montreal are in control; 
and that control of the government is 
for their own benefit at the expense 
of the welfare and progress of others. 


WILL BRITISH COLUMBIA RE- 
MAIN WHITE AND BRITISH? 


British Columbians, irrespective of 
party, are alarmed over the Oriental 
invasion. Without. exclusion, that 
nvrovince—one of the greatest in the 
Dominion—will soon be as Oriental 
as China and Japan. The Orientals, 
especially the Japs, are increasing in 
British Columbia with a rapidity that 
seriously threatens white and British 
supremacy, and even in Alberta ‘the 
{influx has been sufficient to cause 
alarm. ‘Mr. McQuarrie, New West- 
‘minster, brought the demand for ex- 
clusion of the Japanese before parlia- 
ment this week, and had a unanimous 
Pritish Columbia representation be- 
hind him until the vote, when Mr. 
Munro, Chilliwack, funked the issue, 
and Hon. Dr. King swallowed himself. 
Hon, Arthur Meighen and the whole 
Conservative party stood solidly for 
a white British Columbia, while Pre- 
mier King and Mr. Crerar voted for 
delay in action.
